■ On July 31, 1950, BROTH&ilv’ and MOSKOUflTZ appeared for arraignment 
before Federal Judge T. HOYT DAVIS of the iliddle District of Georgia, a visit-, 
ing Judge sitting in the Southern District of New York, They were not 
represented by counsel. However, they advised the Court that Attorney WILLLW4 
L. MESSING, 3S0 Fiftli Avenue, New York City, had been retained, but could not 
be present. At the defendants’ request, the arraignment was continued until 
August 2, 1950* TTiu defendants then requested Judge DAVIS to set bail which 
was set at ^25»000 each.

He pointed out that I«0SK0>ifIT2 had refused to sign her 
fingerprint card and requested the Judge to stipulate that before MOSAOwITZ 
be allowed to bail, she must sign her fingerprint card* The Judge then 
made the added stipulation as requested by United States j.ttorncy SAYPOL 
and both defendants were remanded to the custody of the United States Marshal 


On August 2, 1?50, the defendants were again brought before Judge 
DAVIS for arraignment at which time they were represented by Attorney uffiSING 
Both defendants pleaded not guilty to the indictment. Attorney MESSING 
argued for reduction of bail to ;^1,000 for each defendant^ claiming that the 
amount of bail reconitiended by the United States Attorney was excessive for

On August 3, 1950, Judge SIDNEY SUGAKMAK, Southern District of

On August Uf 1950 before Judge T, HOYT DAVTS the Oovornment filed 
its answer to the Urit of Habvias Corpus, the ansv.'.r claiming the defendants 
were held in lawful custody and that the Writ should be dismissed. Judge 
DAVIS set August 8, 1950 as the date for the summary hearing on the Virit to 
be heard. 


On August 8, 1950 at the summary hearing held before Judge DAVIS

She testified as to BR0Tm*AN'S 
financial ability and character. Upon cross-exajnination by Assistant

Party and Young Communist League, and her knowledge of HAJdiY GOLD, She |i, 
declined to answer any of these questions on the grounds that tlie answers ^ 
would tend to incriminate her. After these questions were asked, all of ^

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which vere objected to by Attomey aiESSING with lengthy legal argument, it 
was noted by the writer, who was present in the court room, that ABfijdi/J.S

for and received a five-minute recess to consult with his clients. (ffioSIHG 
indicated to the Court prior to the recess that in view of the line of ques- 
tioning by the Government attorneys, he would rather have the Writ vdtJjdrawn 
than to continue with the hearing. After a five-minute recess, MESSING made 
application to the Judge to have the Yfrit withdrarm vdiich application was 
granted by Judge DAVIS. Bail was continued at $25,000 each and the defendants 
were remanded to the custody of tlie United States.

Contacts with Confldfcntial Informants 

As previously reported, Confidential Informant T-l; of knoiim 
reliability, has advised that one of the students who attended a class on 
the Heritage of the Communist Political Association on February 1$, 19h$t 
at the Chelsea Club of the ConmuLnist Political Association, 26? West 2Sth 
Street, New York City, was called "MIRRM". 

The same informant advised that among the pupils who attended a 
class on America’s Decisive Battle, a pamphlet written by E<1RL BROiiDER, 
on April 25, 19li5, at 257 West 19th Street, New York City, was MlitlAM 
}iOSKOWITZ. 

The same informant made -available to the Hew York Office on 
May 27, 19lj9, a notebook containing various names and addresses of individuals 
affiliated with the Conmunist Party. Ihe name, MIBIAIi M03K0WIT2, appears Ir. 
in this book and a notation has been made by the informant next to the name, 
MIRIAM MOSKOWITZ, that she is known to him to be a member of the Communist 
Party. 

Confidential Informant T-l on July 20, 1950, was shown a picture 
of Subject MIRIAM MOSKO’AITZ* He advised that the subject looked familiar 
to him, but he could not positively identify her nor could he say that she 
is not identical with the individual referred to by him as MiniA}i >-IOSKOrtIT2. 
T—1 stated that if he listed her name in the nobjbook as described above, ' 
he probably made the notation from records and other data available to him, 
without knowing her personal^. He is unable to recall the individuals 
^present at the Communist Political Association classes described above.

T-1 was requested to observe MOSKOTITZ personally in a discreet 
manner but refused to do so stating: "It wouldn't do any good; I'm certain 
I wouldn't recognize her and I don't want to take the chance of her 
recognizing me". It was pointed out to T-1 that such a thing could be 
arranged so that MOSKOWITZ would not observe him. However, he continued to 
protest that such a meeting would be fruitless. 

nie informant has previously advised Sii ED.iAiiD tu BUCKLEY that he 
would not testify in any manner and he appeared during the above interview 
to be fearful of being called upon to testify if he would make any positive 
identification. . .

A photograph of MiRIAii HOSKOWITZ was exhibited to Confidential

advised that they did not know MOSKOSITZ. T -6 stated that the photograph

Confidential Informant T-l 6 stated that the photograph looked 
familiar and may have bee'in an individual v/hotu he had seen at meetings of the 
Young Comnunist League, Ho could furnish no additional information, • 

Physi cal Surveillance 

On July 23, 1950, J503K0’'i'fIT2 was observed by SA ROBERT L, 

STEVENSON, JR. to leave 29-28 Ulst Avenue, Long Island City, at 7:h0 p.m. 
and proceed via Independent Subway to iSl Eighth Avenue, Now York City, 
NOSKOikITZ was later observed to enter the automobile ovmtd by ABRAHAM 
BROTHMAN and they spent some time in Manhattan and later drove to BROTHiiAN'S 
home at I 4 I-O 8 h2d Street, Long Island City. 

On July 29 , 1950> KOSKOWITZ and BR0THt.<AN were observed by the 
arresting Nevf York Agents, previously set out above, in the vicinity of 
l5l Eighth Avenue.

Mr. Huai COlIRTEOI,, '^president of the licrcoid Corporation, ii201 .Vest 
Bel ’ont, Chicago, Illinois, advised on August 11, 19i>'0 that AhR/iKAil 
BROTHIvtAH had approached his firm for a quantity of spf;cialiaed electrical 
eqnipTnent in the spring of 19U9- I’r. COURTEOL stated that at tVie time 
BROliftlAN clainori to be making purchases in the United States for the 
Lonza Electric and Chemical Works, Rasil, Switzerland, t'j. COUF.TEOL 
stated that BROTin.W.N represented himself as a consultant engineer who 
was representing the aforementioned Swiss firia wliich was contemplating 
constructing a "marometer plant". Mr. COURTZOL stated that a "narometer" 
is a gauge for the measuring of gas and vapor pressure. J'x. COUIi'fZOL 
slated that his firm prepared a quotation for EROTMMAN on approxijnately 
twenty five instruments that cost over cqjproximately S>1,5C0.

' 'Jfr. COUKTEOL stated that he gave the transaction little tliouE)it after the 
deal was s^ot closed with BBOIhllAN until he read of BtiOTIIIdAN's arrest, 
charged with espionage against the United States. At the time of read?-ng 
of HlOTHtiAJ'Ps arrest, Vs, COURTEOL caused the quotation to be examined 
by the chief engineer of the Kercoid Firm at wtfiich tbiie the chief engineer 
stated that the materials in question were similar to some of the material 
and gauges furnished to the Dak Ridge project during the last war .
